Do we need more philosophy in the dental office or more 
technical skill? 


[ CLEANED the storeroom again 
last week. Since we moved to a 
farm, the darndest conglomeration 
of agricultural literature has been 
accumulating. In one pile, which 
seemed to contain all sorts of ideas 
except those pertaining to the 
proper handling of stubborn sub- 
soil, I found and read a paper: 
THE PuiLosopHy, AIMS, AND 
OBJECTIVES OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF OPERATIVE DentTistTRY, by 
Charles E. Hatch. His paper was 
presented before the faculty of the 
College of Dentistry of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. I quote Doctor 
Hatch verbatim: 

“While a system of preceptorial 
instruction may have served its 
purpose during the days when den- 
tal education was nafhing more 
than vocational education and the 
training of the dentist was con- 
sidered to be merely the develop- 
ment of a certain degree of tech- 
nical proficiency and mastery of 
the technique of filling teeth, con- 
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structing bridges and dentures, or 
extracting teeth, such a system 
fails utterly when it comes to train- 
ing men who have a broad con- 
cept of their obligations as mem- 
bers of the vast army of health 
workers engaged in genuine health 
service.” 

Doctor Hatch’s blow below the 
belt at the preceptorial method of 
teaching dentistry is as silly as 
would be the act of attempting to 
teach a _ prospective locomotive 
engineer to operate a_ railway 
steam engine without first showing 
him how and continuing to show 
him how until proficiency was ac- 
quired. Those of us who now are 
engaged in “genuine health serv- 
ice” at home, and those dentists, 
likewise engaged, in the Dental 
Corps of the armed forces know 
all too well that we are required 
and in the distant future will still 
be required to restore countless 
cavities, extract many teeth, and 
replace lost teeth with dentures 
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and bridges. Many of us now prac- 
ticing wish we had had more pre- 
ceptorial instruction, and I pity 
the graduates of dentistry of to- 
morrow, and the public, if dental 
students of today are denied an 
equal amount. 

Continuing, Doctor Hatch said: 
“One of the chief aims of dental 
education should be the develop- 
ment of an attitude of mind 
toward the study of the human 
organism as affected by disease, 
especially oral disease ... We 
must cease looking on the clinic as 
a repair shop where broken-down 
teeth and mutilated mouths, like 
broken-down automobiles, are re- 
habilitated and put in running 
order... It would seem . . . that 
the education of the dentist or phy- 
sician should be concerned pre- 
dominately with learning the laws 
of Nature as they apply to health 
or to disease. 

“The traditional attitude toward 
the operative clinic has been that 
it was a place where technical pro- 
ficiency in the various filling op- 
erations was developed. Patients 
were treated as though they were 
all cast in the same mold. Little 
thought was given to such matters 
as individual variations — past 
health history, ethnic origin, gene- 
tic background, individual sus- 
ceptibility and immunity, physical 
and constitutional type. Such in- 
formation, it seems to me, is ab- 
solutely essential in making a diag- 
nosis, and determining what the 
treatment shall be. 

“It would seem that the real 
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problem of clinical teaching in 
essence is a problem of developing 
the proper attitude of mind, stim- 
ulating the student’s natural curi- 
osity, and directing his thinking in 
the right direction. Careless, 
sloppy, inefficient habits are like 
careless speech—the expression of 
careless and confused thinking. 

“Summarizing what I have been 
trying to say, the objectives of the 
Operative Department are as fol- 
lows: 

1. To train genuine stomatolo- 
gists with a broad biologic back- 
ground of knowledge and a biolog- 
ic point of view. 

2. Challenge the student’s nat- 
ural curiosity. 

3. Develop a correct concept of 
the nature, method, and purpose 
of diagnosis.” 

After reading what Doctor 
Hatch had to say, I concluded that 
if his ideas are followed carefully 
in teaching students to practice 
dentistry, we will see our profes- 
sion sunk so deep in failure that 
many years will be required for 
resuscitation. If something is not 
done, soon, to restore some horse 
sense in dental professorial cir- 
cles, there will be no limit to the 
confusion now being promoted. 

Such philosophical drivel as 
Doctor Hatch advocates. so I am 
told, is getting too prevalent in 
the dental educational field. Is it 
considered a disgrace in America 
to run a repair shop, whether it be 
dental or automotive, particularly 
when the jealous eyes of the world 
are on the great health progress 
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which has been made possible by 
American dentistry? I honestly be- 
lieve that the “dental repair shop” 
—in which caries are removed 
conscientiously from affected teeth, 
lost tooth structure is restored 
properly, diseased teeth are re- 
moved painlessly; and artificial 
teeth, attractive in appearance and 
functioning properly, replace lost 
teeth—would be much more popu- 
lar with laymen than the “philoso- 
pher’s” elaborately furnished of- 
fice, in which the dentist, who 
thinks at the university level ad- 
vocated by Doctor Hatch, attempts 
to fill teeth by causing restorations 
to jump into place in response to 
thought waves. Although he 
doesn’t attempt to state just how 
he intends to teach such proce- 
dures, his point of view seems to be 
that, if you think straight, you 
don’t have to have any mechanical 


skill. 


Training of Surgeons 


I wonder if Doctor Hatch has 
had the opportunity to observe 
the training of a surgeon. I have. 
The graduate physician under- 
going training as an intern in a 
hospital usually serves as second 
assistant to a skilled surgeon, first 
assistant only when he becomes 
assistant resident in surgery, and 
only after completing these tasks, 
which Doctor Hatch would des- 
cribe as menial, is he permitted to 
operate. At that time he is re- 
ferred to as “resident in surgery,” 
and he continues to assist those 
whose skill he wishes to simulate 
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—he watches them do it; he 
doesn’t imagine how they would 
do it. 

He continues to operate through. 
out his lifetime, and he improves 
with experience. The more he 
operates the more his knowledge 
of philosophy increases, but his 
ability to think was founded be. 
fore he was permitted to enter the 
university from which he gradu. 
ated. With all his high-order 
thoughts he still must have :tech- 
nical skill. 

The dental student starts using 
his fingers scientifically long be- 
fore the medical student, and I am 
proud of what has been accom- 
plished in my profession by such 
training. The trouble with most 
dentists, Doctor Hatch included, 
as I see it, is that they are too 
damn scared of the physicians and 
for no reason at all. 

As to patients being treated as 
though they were all cast in the 
same mold, let me relate a little 
incident that takes place in my of- 
fice and many other dental offices 
almost daily: 

A patient, a stranger, enters and 
says that he has a large cavity in a 
tooth in his back jaw. There! He’s 
described and located the path- 
ologic condition that’s troubling 
him, and, so my clinical exam- 
ination reveals a short time later, 
pretty accurately. “It’s been hurt- 
ing.” Now we have the symptom 
which prompted his visit. “I want 
the durned thing pulled!” The 
treatment has been outlined. 

The man is ambulant as is ob- 
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vious by his presence. Most dental 
ofices have no emergency en- 
trances for ambulance patients. 
The “thinking” in this case should 
have been done by the patient at 
our insistence months ago when 
that cavity was a small one and 
could have been filled; yet we 
crucified Martin Dewey for ad- 
vocating “educational publicity.” 
It matters not, now, how deeply I 
concentrate nor to what heights of 
philosophical grandeur I may rise, 
I still have to block a nerve and 
extract a tooth. Even if I ran a 
complete blood chemistry, took his 
pulse, counted his respirations, as- 
certained his temperature, basal 
metabolic rate, and made an elec- 
trocardiograph, he still wants his 
tooth out and I had better do it 
painlessly and quickly or he'll 
never return or refer his friends 
to me. 

Frankly, I think Doctor Hatch’s 
pedagogical demands may be and 
should be regarded as just so 
much eyewash. That I am _ not 
alone in a mild disagreement with 
him is evidenced by the statements 
of two excellent dental educators; 
one of whom is an internationally 
recognized authority on crown and 
bridge and the other on dental 
therapeutics. They are Doctors 
Stanley D. Tylman and Robert G. 
Kesel. In a discussion of Doctor 
Hatch’s paper, Doctor Tylman 
courageously said: 

“The general impression left by 
Doctor Hatch is that, at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of Den- 
istry, the development of the 
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proper attitude of mind of student 
toward patient has been entirely 
neglected and is subservient to 
technical clinical proficiency. With 
this assumption I disagree.” 


Kesel Comments 


Doctor Kesel, in his paper dis- 
cussing the statements made by 
Doctor Hatch, emphatically de- 
clares: “Doctor Hatch states that 
the perceptor methods of teaching 
clinical dentistry are archaic, that 
the example and repetition pro- 
cedures, ‘workshop methods,’ as he 
terms them, are unprofessional 
and not up to the standards of uni- 
versity discipline. For many years 
dentists will be required to prepare 
and fill cavities, to extract teeth, 
and to replace them, for the mil- 
lenium of dental health has not ar- 
rived. How can a dental student 
acquire proficiency in the science 
and art of restorative dentistry 
except by the preceptor method 
under which the methods for do- 
ing are demonstrated, and the 
execution of the operations is 
performed? I believe that it is 
only by this method of explana- 
tion, example, and execution fre- 
quently repeated under competent 
supervision that surgical skill can 
be obtained. Whether we like it 
or not, operating proficiency can- 
not be obtained by some means of 
remote control or by library meth- 
ods, valuable though they may be. 

“T contend that if the student or 
teacher finds the repetition of den- 
tal operations monotonous and 
boring, as Doctor Hatch suggests, 
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that student or teacher should not 
be in dentistry. He must have or 
he must acquire a liking for doing 
detailed operations meticulously, 
if he is to enjoy and to succeed in 
the practice of dentistry. No mat- 
ter how much knowledge of health 
and disease he has acquired, no 
matter how satisfying he may find 
the utilization of the knowledge in 
diagnosing dental ills, he will not 
enjoy the practice of dentistry or 
give the public the service to which 
it is entitled unless he is efficient 
in operative technique because the 
major part of his professional life 
will be spent at the dental chair 
performing those operations. 
“Doctor Hatch expresses his 
opinion that the problem of clini- 
cal teaching in operative dentistry 
is nothing more or less than the 
problem of teaching men to think 
.. . | believe the assumption that 
if a man can think he can do good 
surgery is fallacious. There are 
people with keen intellects who 
cannot make their hands do what 
their minds dictate. Operative skill 
can be acquired only by training 
and experience under competent 
direction. Until such time as there 
is a decided change in the type of 
dental service required by the 
public, the main function of the 
operative clinic will be to teach 
students to fill teeth. Let us not 
get the cart before the horse in 
this educational program. par- 
ticularly when the cart is still so 
empty. 
“It is stated in the paper that an 
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understanding of the past history, 
ethnic origin, genetic background, 
and body type is absolutely essep. 
tial in determining what the 
treatment shall be. Such infor. 
mation is interesting, if time per. 
mits, but I fail to understand why 
it is essential for treating the great 
majority of patients who visit the 
dentist. If a youth of Irish lineage 
and endomorphic build has caries 
in several teeth, and if a Scandina- 
vian of the ectomorphic pattern 
has caries in corresponding teeth, 
will the treatment vary and, if so, 
how?” 

Grandfather Shields _ started 
practicing dentistry in 1871. He 
reared and educated a family of 
seven children. His one-sentence 
reaction when he found out that 
six years was now required to ac- 
quire a dental education was: 
“Son, it’s now taking ‘em six years 
to get what I got in six months.” 

Papers like those of Doctor 
Hatch’s tend to prove the truth 
of grandfather’s remarks, 

Dental educators naturally exert 
an influence on the profession. We 
in practice. perhaps fortunately, 
have little to say about dental 
education and how it should be ac- 
complished. However, there is not 
a member of the profession who 
does not think kindly and fre- 
quently of one of his college “dem- 
onstrators.” who showed him 
how to restore teeth, to clean teeth. 
to make dentures. crowns, bridges. 
and to extract teeth. 

Seymour, Indiana 
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Organize your thoughts for effective speechmaking. 


IF YOU WERE asked to give a 
speech on some subject pertaining 
to dentistry. would you feel pan- 
icky, would your throat become 
dry, and your knees knock to- 
gether? That would not happen if 
you had trained yourself by care- 
fully preparing, and practicing 
speeches on dental subjects. 
There are many reasons why a 
dentist should be able to speak 
well and easily before the public. 
The knowledge that he has ac- 


quired through years of training 
and experience should be of great 
use to the public. Speech is the 


medium through which _ that 
knowledge can be passed on to 
others. 

Present legislation affecting the 
future of the profession of dentis- 
try will be influenced greatly by 
the man who is a facile and con- 
vincing speaker. The small dental 
society, the national dental conven- 


tions, and international health or- 
ganizations need good speakers 
who can convey new ideas and 
knowledge to the members. 
Dentists in the armed forces 
will have many experiences that 
will interest their fellow dentists: 
while the dentists who have stayed 
at home should be able to explain 
to the home-coming colleagues 
new techniques and theories ad- 
vanced during these war years. 
When you think about prepar- 
ing and presenting a speech it 
seems difficult. Well, it is difficult. 
and so is turning out a beautifully 
created inlay. Although you make 
inlays every day, you simplify 
the process by breaking it up into 
several well-ordered steps. The 
task of turning cut a good speech 
is also accomplished by breaking 
it up into several steps. Each step 
is a simple process which, when 
completed, leads on to the next 
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step. All together they produce the 
finished job, a good speech. No 
one step is more important than 
any other one. 


Organize Material 


There are three important steps 
in this process of speechmaking. 
They are: investigation, prepara- 
tion, and presentation of your 
speech material. 

For the dentist the investigation 
is simple, because you have all the 
material in your mind. It is said 
that knowledge of one’s subject is 
about 70 per cent of the process. 
When you prepare a speech on any 
subject pertaining to health, the 
investigation process is simply or- 
ganizing your thoughts, and doing 
the necessary research. 

Begin by selecting the ideas most 
suitable for that particular speech. 
Divide your subject into several 
sub-titles. Write each sub-title at 
the top of a fresh sheet of paper. 
Now, sort out your ideas which 
must be transferred from your 
thoughts to written words. Use the 
old question technique you were 
taught in grade school. Bombard 
yourself with questions on your 
subject; all sorts of questions, in- 
cluding those your patients re- 
peatedly ask you. As the answers 
come to you, write them down. 

At this stage the material does 
not have to be connected or in 
good form, but it must be under 
the proper sub-titles. Just keep 
writing. As you write the thought 
processes will speed up too. 

Fill about a dozen pages with 
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this material. Read the material 
over, then rewrite it. Rewriting is 
tedious but necessary. As you re. 
write you must select or reject 
each bit of material from your 
first rough draft. Leave out un. 
important or irrelevant ideas. To 
make the story flow smoothly, add 
connecting or bridging phrases, 
sentences, or paragraphs. 

Do not use technical words for 
a non-professional audience, but 
explain in words that the general 
public is accustomed to using. Add 
illustrations to your material, to 
simplify and clarify your ideas. 

When you have it completely 
rewritten, read the speech again, 
aloud this time. Are you satisfied 
with it? You may want to rewrite 
again, adding new ideas or reject- 
ing some that you have used. Be- 
fore the final rewrite read your 
speech over slowly and time your- 
self. You should know exactly how 
long it will take to present the 
speech. You may want to talk 
thirty minutes, fifteen minutes, or 
only five minutes, and this is the 
time to cut it down to the proper 
length. 


Prepare for Presentation 


After the investigation and writ- 
ing of your speech comes the prep- 
aration. To prepare for the final 
presentation, you must practice 
giving your speech over and over 
again, in private. It gives a speak- 
er a feeling of confidence to have 
notes in his hand while speaking, 
so when you have practiced your 
speech about four times, prepare 
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notes. Use a small pocket-size 
notebook. Write each heading you 
formerly selected: Under each 
write whatever words will best 
serve as clues to what you have 
written. Maybe a list of important 
words will suit you best, perhaps a 
list of rhyming words, or a num- 
hered list. Use whatever method 
works best for you. It is helpful to 
have your introduction and con- 
clusion written out word for word 
in the notes. 

Now comes further practicing 
of the speech. Try giving it, using 
only the notes. There are certain 
things that the speaker must strive 
for, and it is well to remember 
these points during the practicing 
period. Audibility is of great im- 
portance. Hold your head up as if 
talking to the back row of an audi- 
ence. Open your mouth wider than 
in ordinary conversation. 


Final Delivery 


A speaker must be courteous. 
Before beginning the speech ad- 
dress the chairman. Do not annoy 
your audience by mannerisms, 
such as leaning against a table or 
chair, fussing with your tie, or 
swaying from one foot to the 
other. Ease in final delivery comes 
with repetition, so give that speech 
at least five times more in private. 
To avoid monotony of inflections, 
create an image in your mind for 
each idea expressed by your words. 

You are now ready for the final 
presentation to your audience. 


Keep in mind that this is only one 
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more step in the complete process. 
It isn’t any more important than 
any of the preceding steps. You 
can expect to be nervous, but what 
of it? Almost all good speakers are 
nervous on the platform at first. 
You have gone to a great deal of 
trouble to prepare this material 
for presentation to this audience. 
What’s more, the people in the 
audience are anxious to hear what 
you have to tell them. You have 
something interesting and bene- 
ficial to tell them. The public is 
always interested in any phase of 
health, and by the “public,” I 
mean everyone; parents, children, 
dentists, legislators, college profes- 
sors, or high school students. 

So when the chairman intro- 
duces you take a couple of slow 
deep breaths, address the chair- 
man, turn toward your audience, 
then “sail into” your speech. Be- 
fore you know it, you will experi- 
ence a sense of ease, of free sail- 
ing, of confidence in yourself. This 
step in the procedure is the easiest. 
To speak to a large but impersonal 
audience is much easier than to 
practice a speech in private or be- 
fore one or two friends. 

When you have prepared, and 
presented an interesting speech to 
any audience you have done some- 
thing for the benefit of your pro- 
fession and the public. Your audi- 
ence will appreciate it and will 
have a kindly feeling toward you.

H. Dietz. of Chicago, who have 
received credit for the develop- 
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ment of the plastic eye for the 
Army. 

Sent to Valley Forge by the Sur- 
geon General, they spent six 
months in perfecting construction 
of all-plastic eyes. Sections of arti- 
ficial eyes had been made of plas- 
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tic for the past eight years, but 
these officers created specimens 
exclusively of synthetic materials. 
Even the thin, red “veins” in the 
whites of the new artificial eyes 
are made of rayon—another plas- 
tic material. 

After working out techniques 
the three taught their methods to a 
class of about 20 others. These in 
turn went out to work in Army 
hospitals all over the country.

REPORT TO U. S. HOUSE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 


Doctor Francis J. Brown, Executive Secretary of the U. S. House 
Committee on Education, requested various groups, including the Coun- 
cil on Dental Education, to make a study of the effects of the war on 
higher education. The report submitted by Doctor Harlan H. Horner, 
Secretary of the Council, was the subject of considerable press discus- 
sion by reason of its suggestion to counteract the threat toward marked 
racial and geographical imbalance in the entire group of dental students. 
Doctor Brown was quoted by PM on February 9 as stating: 

“The report submitted by Doctor Horner, regrettably, did not deal 
with the subject matter that we requested. It had nothing on the wartime 
elects on dental education. We, therefore, paid no attention to it. 

“I don’t see how the so-called ‘racial imbalance’ mentioned in the 
Horner report could possibly be construed as a wartime effect on higher 
education. We gave it no consideration at all. 

“Furthermore, it was clearly stated in our letter that all communica- 
tions would be strictly confidential and the property of the House Com- 
mittee. I can’t understand what motivated Doctor Horner to publish the 
report in the Journal of Dental Education without consulting the Com-

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THREE YEARS 
IN JAPANESE 
PRISON CAMPS

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“ROCKY RICE’ caused us the most 
trouble in those Japanese prisons. 
While rations were woefully in- 
adequate, foods soft as pulp, and 
dental care administered under 
difficulties, the many small rocks 
found in the boiled rice offered us 
by the Japanese actually caused us 
more trouble than cavities. Chip-

ped enamel and broken teeth were 
common. 

It is my belief that the miserable 
diet provided by the Japanese had 
little effect so far as caries was 
concerned. But there was evidence 
in the mouths of most American 
prisoners of war at the Cabana- 
tuan prison camp of gum disease, 
since all of our food was soft. 
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I was practicing in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, when called to active 
duty in the Navy during July, 
1940. After a period of duty at the 
Great Lakes Naval Training Sta- 
tion, I was ordered to the Asiatic 
fleet in May, 1941, and arrived in 
the Philippines in August, where 
I served as dental officer at the 
Olongapo Naval Base. 

As the Japanese troops closed in 
on us, after the sneak attack on 
Pearl Harbor, there was no choice 
but to pull out. We evacuated

After being wounded at Corregi- 
dor and imprisoned for three years 
by the Japanese, Lieutenant Man- 
son was rescued during the daring 
invasion of the Philippines. To- 
gether with two other Naval of- 
ficers from the Cabanatuan prison 
camp (see PICTURE OF THE 
Monto) Lieutenant Manson was 
flown to San Francisco in Febru- 
ary. He was met in Omaha by his 
wife who accompanied him to his 
home in Worthington, Minnesota, 
where his father, mother and son, 
Frank, were awaiting him. His fa- 
ther, Doctor F. M. Manson, was a 
captain in the Medical Corps in 
World War I, and his grandfa- 
ther was an army surgeon during 
the War Between the States. In- 
terviewed at his home, the thirty- 
eight-year-old dental officer told 
this eyewitness story of life under 
Japanese captivity. 
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Dental officer rescued trom Cabanatuan prison hospital by 
American Rangers and Filipino Guerrillas. 


Olongapo on Christmas Day, 
1941, moving to Corregidor where 
[ soon was serving as dental 
surgeon of the Third Battalion, 
Fourth Marines. 

The Third was stationed at Bat- 
tery point on Corregidor. My du- 
ties during that period were as as- 
sistant to the medical officer and 
also as sanitation officer of the 
Third Battalion’s area. 

A shrapnel wound in the back, 
received May sixth, was a nuisance 
and painful, but did not interfere 
with work. On May seventh Cor- 
regidor fell. I was one of 200 men 
kept on Corregidor as a labor bat- 
talion, detailed to bury the dead 
and clean up the area. 

On July 2, 1942, I was moved 
to Bilibid prison in Manila. The 
Bilibid prison hospital served as 
a clearing house for all prisoner 
labor on the island, and as a re- 
sult, all the sick among the prison- 
ers of war were brought to Bili- 
bid at that time. The dental equip- 
ment there was good, American- 
made equipment, salvaged from 
Corregidor. 


Transferred to Cabanatuan 
On October 2, 1943, I was 


among those transferred to Caban- 
atuan prison, about 60 miles di- 
rectly north of Manila. Here I was 
shifted to labor on the farms, 
building fences, constructing re- 
vetments for the guard shacks and 
repair of living quarters. 
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I was transferred to the hospital 
staff at Cabanatuan in March, 
1944. Dental equipment there con- 
sisted of an old Army field unit. 
No “filling” material was provid- 
ed by the Japanese, with the ex- 
ception of a little Jap dental ce- 
ment. 

The ingenuity of American 
prisoners, however, provided other 
materials. Silver pesos, Filipino 
coins meant for other purposes, 
were filed for the silver particles. 
A chemist among the prisoners ab- 
stracted mercury from bichloride 
of mercury tablets. This made pos- 
sible a silver amalgam. 

It was literally impossible to get 
enough to eat at Cabanatuan, and 
the prisoners gradually weakened 
from malnutrition, becoming easy 
prey to disease. 

We lived on boiled rice, leaves 
of the camote or sweet potato, and 
radish tops, supplemented with the 
leaves of several other plants na- 
tive to the Philippines. We were 
seldom given the radishes, only 
the tops. Once a week the Japa- 
nese butchered one carabao for the 
5,000 prisoners. With luck, one 
might get a piece of carabao meat 
the size of his fingertip. 

Occasionally the Japanese pro- 
vided kegs of rotten fish, so putrid 
that it was impossible to keep it 
down even if we managed to eat 
it. The fish was not thrown away, 
however, since it provided about 
all the protein we received. 

Fellow prisoners made ovens of 
50-gallon gasoline drums and in 


these the fish was baked and baked 
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until it was as crisp as bark. Then 
it was ground to powder. Each 
prisoner received one spoonful of 
fish powder a day, when it was 
available. We ate it because we 
needed the protein. 

Although I normally weighed 
174 pounds, my weight dropped 
to 118. Now, after little more than 
a month of decent food, it is back 
to 138 pounds. 

There was little that dental or 
medical officers at Cabanatuan 
could do to help the other prison- 
ers, since their main needs were 
more food and medicines. 


Protected Sick Prisoners 
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In one way, however, the phy- : 
sicians and dentists in charge | 
could help. The Jap overlords sent 
daily demands to the camp for so _ | 
many workers. Since it was up to | 
the Americans to provide the | 
workers, the opportunity to choose 
offered some protection for the 
sick. Those unfit for work were 
kept out of the labor squads as 
long as possible, until the number 
of prisoners in the camp became 
too small. | 

Since the Japanese still required | 
a large number of workers regu- 
larly, it was then no longer possi- 
ble to protect all of those who 
needed rest and care. Of the 5,000 
prisoners at Cabanatuan, about 
2.700 died as a result of insufh- 


cient food and care.

Japanese Dentistry 


The Japanese army and navy 
have no dental corps. Medical of- 
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ficers are trained to extract teeth, 
but of course were untrained to 
handle any restorative service. | 
personally knew of several Japan- 
ese dentists, trained in the United 
States, who were serving their em- 
peror as fighting men. 

The Japanese soldier had his 
dental service done by civilian 
dentists and had to pay for it him- 
self. In Manila the Japs patronized 
Filipino dentists. The average 
Japanese soldier has terrible teeth. 
His mouth is filthy, with many de- 
cayed and missing teeth. 

Occasionally a Japanese guard 
appeared with a toothache, and I 
had a chance to get even, in a 
small way, for the Japanese brutal- 
ity to helpless Americans. It was 
pretty hard to develop a feeling 
of consideration for those par- 
ticular patients. 

They were scared, too, until I 
reminded them that a Japanese 
soldier is not supposed to be 
frightened or bothered by pain. 
Then they'd take it. This was pos- 
sible because one Japanese is ter- 
rified when surrounded by several 
Americans, It is only when several 
Japs surround one American that 
they show “bravery.” 

The inferiority complex of the 
Japanese is amazing, partly, no 
doubt, a result of their small stat- 
ure. Much of their brutality can 

be traced to this feeling of inferi- 
ority. Some of the smallest Japs 
were the most vicious and they 
particularly liked to abuse large 
Americans. It was not unusual to 
see a small Jap, unable to reach 
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the head or face of a tall Ameri- 
can, deliberately kick the Ameri- 
can in the groin. 

I was generally able to make the 
Japanese soldiers pay in cigarettes 
for their dental care. They might 
offer one cigarette, but because the 
Jap was alone and other Ameri- 
cans were nearby, it was not dif- 
ficult to insist on taking the whole 
package. 

While on the staff at Cabana- 
tuan, I tried to keep on working, 
although I became quite sick in 
August. Beri beri, one of several 
diseases common to prisoners in 
the Philippines, got me down, and 
while I remained in the hospital, 
this time it was as a patient. I 
remained a patient there until the 
liberation in January of this year, 
and was carried or rode most of 
the way back to the American 
lines. 


Escapes Trip to Japan 
When I became ill at Cabana- 


tuan, another dental officer was ap- 
poiated to take my place. In about 
a month the Japanese “cleaned up” 
the camp, taking many of the 
prisoners for shipment to Japan 
as laborers. The dental officer who 
took my place was among those 
taken. 

Another check was soon made 
and the size of the hospital staff 
was cut down. There were 10 of- 
ficers in my ward. The American 
physician in charge saw my name 
on the list of those scheduled to be 
transferred to Japan, and fearing 
that I would not live through the 
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trip, crossed it off. In the end, he 
was among those transferred. 

When the third check came my 
foot, swollen from beri beri, was 
in a cast and I was considered 
“sick.” 

The Japanese physicians were 
incredibly stupid. If they could 
see a bandage or cast they con- 
sidered a man sick. He might be 
dying of tuberculosis or swollen 
from beri beri, but unless he could 
show a bandage or cast he was 
considered well. 

Examination for physical con- 
dition frequently was made ab- 
surdly simple. The prisoners were 


required to file past the Jap ex- 
aminer. Those unable to walk or 
who limped badly were classified 
as unfit. 

A remarkable example of stu. 
pidity occurred when the Japa- 
nese physician in charge of the 
hospital noticed an ordinary at- 
omizer in the combination dental, 
eye, ear, nose and throat clinic. 
He asked what it was. The EENT 
physician, slipping me a wink, ex- 
plained that it was an atomizer, 
used to break down atoms. The as- 
tounding explanation was accepted 
at face value.

JAPANESE DENTISTRY IS POOR APING 


GREAT IMITATORS as they are, the Japanese are dentally behind the times. 
according to a Navy dental officer who looked over their dental equip- 
ment captured in the South Pacific. Japanese dental equipment 
has always been known to be cheap and shoddy, but now, accord- 
ing to the Navy man, it has reached the “awful” state. Dental equip- 


ment now in captured South Pacific clinics reveal procaine syringes are : 


needles at one end and a bulb at the other end of eye droppers. 


Textbooks left behind by Japanese Army dentists scampering back | 


toward Nippon show the little buck-toothed men following procedures 
which were dropped by scientific dentistry seventy-five years ago. One 
of their devices that saves no faces is a bridge made out of a cheap 
iron alloy.—Journal of American Surgical Trade Association. 
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Progress will result from the association of competent dentists 
in practice. 
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OUR INDUSTRIAL leaders learned a 
long time ago that small unit pro- 
duction is too expensive a luxury; 
but dentists have not yet accepted 
this idea. Many of our great in- 
dustrial, financial, merchandising, 
and agricultural organizations 
were at one time separate, compet- 
ing units. To eliminate waste and 
lost motion, combinations develop- 
ed. This had the effect of allowing 
for a greater distribution of the 
products of industry at more rea- 
sonable prices. As industry be- 
came more and more concentrated 
in greater units, the standard of 
living for working people ad- 
vanced. 

Did we dentists keep abreast of 
this advance? The answer is, 
“No.” Especially in the large 
cities, we have not been in effect 
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colleagues, but actually competi- 
tors. If the dentist across the street 
had his lights on until late in the 


evening, then that became the 
practice in the neighborhood. 
Since our dental societies in the 
last analysis were composed of 
these same dentists, the matter of 
group practice was for practical 
purposes never discussed. How- 
ever, attempts were made to limit 
hours and regulate fees, with rath- 
er indifferent results. This failure 
to educate us or to enlighten us 
can to some extent be laid at the 
door of the leaders of our pro- 
fession. For, after all, it is mainly 
from our leaders that we expect 
guidance. Unfortunately for the 
rank and file, economics is rarely 
discussed at meetings of dental 
societies, It is probably too vulgar 
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or unprofessional to try to apply 
to a limited extent the same proc- 
ess that has made this country 
great. 


Time for Action 


Unless we act with courage and 
dispatch, reorganization will be 
done for us by others. If we insist 
upon being rugged individualists, 
then we may find ourselves in diffi- 
culties. The public wants dentistry 
and plenty of it. If we cannot sup- 
ply that demand, then the govern- 
ment may be forced to step in or 
industry, or the labor unions will 
take over. Our immediate salva- 
tion is group practiee. This does 
not eliminate socialized medicine, 
which some day will be with us, 
just like socialized teaching, police 
and fire protection, and _ postal 
service. This is progress. 


Let’s Try Group Practice 


Group practice must at least be 
given a fair trial. It will give us 
more leisure because it will per- 
mit us to arrange our hours and 
vacations on a more liberal scale. 
Group practice will even extend 
to us the luxury of being ill and 
away from our office without the 
concomitant worry that such ab- 
sences now occasion. 

How often in our individual 


practice do we get into difficulty 
with no one to turn to for help! 
This does not happen in group 
practice where we have the benefit 
of consultation. Like in industry. 
where division of labor and spe- 
cialization have given us a high 
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standard of living, group practice 
can improve our dental standards. 
In a group, individual dentists can 
more readily specialize and he. 
come more proficient. 

This new form of dental prac. 
tice will not be unimpressive to the 
public. The dental consuming pub- 
lic will quickly sense the advan. 
tages of this progressive setup. 
They will realize that now they 
can have individual care and the 
benefit of consultation of special- 
ists at a reasonable fee. I say rea- 
sonable fee, because the economy 
resulting from concentrating a 
group of practitioners in one suite 
of offices must necessarily reduce 
general overhead. 

Approximately ten years ago an 
organization known as the Eco- 
nomic Federation of Dentists of 
Greater New York was formed in 
New York City. It was during the 
depth of the depression. The den- 
tal societies apparently did not 
realize that there was discontent 
and ferment among the rank and 
file. Only after this direct action 
did the societies take notice. This 
Federation consisted of autono- 


mous chapters. For instance, the | 
Borough of the Bronx had about | 
fourteen. These chapters met reg: | 


ularly to discuss dental economics 
only. Remember, all this was done 
without secession from the socie- 
ties. 

This setup, I feel can be used, 
under sponsorship of organized 


dentistry, to make dentists con 


scious of their social responsibil: 
ity and thus facilitate discussion 
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of group practice on an intimate ly. It is only by moving forward 
basis.

INTRODUCES BILL FOR NAVY DENTAL BUREAU 


SENATOR Davin I. WAxLsH, Massachusetts, chairman of the Naval Affairs 
Committee, has introduced S. 715, a bill designed to reorganize the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery so as to bring about “greater integrity 
of the dental service.” By the terms of this legislation, the Secretary of 
the Navy would define the functions of a new Dental Division in the 
Bureau. This Division would establish professional standards and poli- 
cies for dental practice; foster maintenance of the standards by surveys 
and inspections; “initiate and recommend action pertaining to comple- 
ments, appointments, advancement, training, assignment and transfer 
of dental personnel, and would be an advisory agency on all matters 
relating directly to dentistry.” The Division would consist of the Office 
of the Chief, and the branches—-dental standards, personnel, and liaison. 
In time of war, the Chief would have the rank, pay, and allowances of 
a rear admiral. 

The chief difference between the new bill and the Rivers bill intro- 
duced in the House during the last Congress is that S. 715 provides 
that dental services on ships and shore stations shall be administered un- 
der the senior dental officer, who would be directly responsible to the 
Commanding Officer “for all professional, technical, and administrative 
matters,” 











GENERAL PRACTICE 
IS GOOD ENOUGH FOR ME

Specialization in dentistry has its drawbacks. 


DENTAL PROGRESS in the early 
years of this century. if progress it 
may be called..was so slow and 
scattered that outside of a picked 
few practitioners no one knew it 
existed. The men who played with 
the fascinating gold inlay idea. the 
x-ray machine, and root canal 
therapy were indeed few in num- 
ber and far between. The real up- 
swing of the standard of practice 
took place during the prosperous 
days of World War I and the years 
that followed, when the newer 
ideas took root among the mass of 
practitioners. The dentist was 
stimulated to action by a patient 
able to pay for better service. The 
demand had to be met. and the 
average sleepy dentist suddenly 
woke up to the possibilities in his 
profession. The late ‘teens and the 
early twenties witnessed a rush to 
join dental scientific societies and 
postgraduate classes. Those years 
might truly be termed the great 
dental renaissance. 
Many dentists 


deserted their 


good old corners and moved into 
office buildings, equipped with the 
latest, most modern equipment. 





including sparkling sterilizers, and 
x-ray machines. and _ assistants 
dressed in white. 

With this general trend upward 
in the early twenties. there devel- 
oped a new class of dentists—the 
specialists. the product of the new- 
er education, and the answer to 
the demand for better. more eff- 
cient dentistry. 


The Specialist 

Specialization in dentistry was 
not new, it was as old as dentistry 
itself, but the demand for it had 
been limited to the few who could 
afford the high fees charged by 
specialists. With the general up- 
swing. however, the need for spe- 
cialists increased, and with this 
need there came a cry for a reason- 
able fee. accessible to the masses 
of patients. Ambitious general 
practitioners visualized a lucrative 
field and made a rush for special 
courses that would equip them for 
the practice of a specialty. Oral 
surgery. periodontia, and ortho- 
dontia were the most popular 
branches of dentistry chosen, i 
the order named, 
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The first “graduates” evidently 
did well, or so many would not 
have followed in their footsteps. 
But they gave the profession cause 
for uneasiness. Not all possessed

the necessary skill or temperament- 
al fitness. Some showed better 
business acumen than professional 
skill, and a scramble for patronage 
began that was not in keeping with 
ethical standards. Fees of special- 
ists were either as low as that of 
the average dentist. or were dis- 
proportionally high to afford a re- 
bate to a patronizing dentist. 

This nefarious fee-splitting prac- 
tice had been inherited from the 
medical profession; to the dis- 
credit of both professions and the 
disgust of the many specialists 
who did not stoop to the practice 
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and who felt indignant at seeing 
their specialty degraded. Spe- 
cialization in recent years has 
lost some of its lure to those 
who are in the “know.” but many 
still cherish a hidden hope that 
some day they will be in a posi- 
tion to advance themselves to the 
status of specialists. It is difficult 
to understand how people arrived 
at the idea that specialization is a 
sort of millenium, a life of ease 
and comfort and security—unless 
it is the general human weakness 
to wish*to be in someone else's 
boots. 

If it is the tedium of routine 
that drives a man to do something 
else he soon finds out that he has 
put himself into a deeper rut less 
bearable than the old one. The or- 
thodontist adjusting appliances 
day in and day out; the prostho- 
dontist playing around with his 
dentures only; the exodontist with 
his needle and forceps. The last 
one with an occasional surgical 
operation is often compensated by 
accidental strokes of novelty. But 
consider the monotony of perform- 
ing one type of operation repeated- 
ly. The dentist is happy when he 
can give all services himself. Most 
practitioners would break down 
under the strain if they were called 
upon to perform an oral surgeon’s 
duties every day. 


The General Practitioner 


Now let us look into the office 
of the general practitioner. A difh- 
cult extraction that might upset 
him is followed by a simple pro- 
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phylaxis. And if preparing cavities 
for inlays is exhausting, the pa- 
tient for a full upper impression is 
genuinely relaxing. And so on. 
Tedious, is it? Let him get into the 
pedodontist’s boots, filling cranky, 
pampered, spoiled children’s teeth 
for a day! 

The general practitioner is his 
own boss. Do I mean to imply that 
the exalted specialist is not? I cer- 
tainly do! The dentists who send 
him patients direct him what and 
what not to do, and woe to the one 
who uses his own judgment. Den- 
tists are fine fellows, but I do not 
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want any of them giving me orders, 

Financially the specialist may be 
up a scale from the general prac. 
titioner but I do not begrudge it 
to him. First, because he is a hard. 
working man. Second, he takes off 
the ragged edges of the average 
dentist, and pulls him out of many 
difficulties. 

Do you hope some day to spe- 
cialize? As for me the humdrum 
of a varied routine of an inde. 
pendent general practice is good 
enough for me!

The Horner report was not seen by more than six members of the 
American Dental Association before it was sent to the congressional com- 
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mittee. It was not approved by any of the officers, by the Board of 
Trustees, or by the House of Delegates of the Association. It is not an 
oficial report of the Association and does not represent the philosophy 
of the 60,000 members. 

It would be tempting to draw an analogy between the Horner report 
and the writings of anti-Semites. That would be unfair. It is unlikely 
that Doctor Horner or the members of the Council hold anti-Semitic or 
fascist views. They are not that kind of people. The Council said on 
February 10, 1945: “Such improvement [in dental education] will not 
be served, in the opinion of the Council, by the selection of students on 
the basis of race or creed. The Council on Dental Education completely 
disavows such a motive on its own part or on the part of its employees.” 

The Board of Trustees has not made the kind of forthright repudiaton 
that we should wish to see: “The Board of Trustees is of the opinion 
that the members of the dental profession, and the Association, are 
opposed to a quota system which will discriminate against students 
on the basis of race, religion, or on the basis of origin . . .” This state- 
ment does not represent “decisive action designed to clear the record.” 

Everyone in the United States belongs to some minority group. 
When the rights and constitutional guarantees of one minority are 
placed in jeopardy the rights of every minority are endangered. Curtail- 
ment of liberty begins slowly and insidiously. The hidden thoughts of 
bigots creep into covert conversations. The minds that hold and express 
such thoughts soon find kindred bigots. In time a group, a bloc, or an 
organization is formed. The first attempt to inflict the will of intolerance 
is by erecting social barriers and by being guided by tacit understand- 
ings and unwritten regulations. In time an attempt is made to enact the 
unwritten into law or to enforce the will of bigotry by decree or edict. 
Preventive therapy is as important here as in dental practice. The time 
and place to destroy the enemies of freedom is before they get a hold in 
the people’s hearts and thoughts. 

The purpose of the American Dental Association is too important 
in our federal society to have the organization endangered by prejudices 
of any kind. The public must not get the idea that dentists or the Asso- 
ciation are the enemies of liberty or of equality in opportunity for a 
dental education. Thomas Paine expressed the sentiment that should 
guide us: “Those who expect to reap the blessings of freedom must, 
like men, undergo the fatigues of supporting it.”

Calculus 

Q.—I have a woman patient, 25. She 
appears to be in perfect health, her 
gums in good condition, teeth properly 
alined, but there seems to be excessive 
formation of calculus on the six an- 
terior teeth lingually. This deposit has 
to be removed every six weeks. It is a 
solid formation from cuspid to cuspid. 

Can you give me the cause of and 
treatment for this condition?—M. P. 
T., Virginia. 

A.—Let me first quote what 
Kronfeld' has to say about cal- 
culus: 

“Dental calculus, the main 
source of gingival irritation, is 
the result of the calcification of 
organic matter deposited on the 
clinical crowns of the teeth. This 
deposit consists of the following 
components: desquamated epithel- 
ial cells of the oral mucosa, food 
debris, mucin of the saliva, and 
various micro-organisms of the 
oral cavity. It has been proved be- 
yond doubt that the primary step 
in the formation of calculus is the 
deposition of a delicate, soft film 
of these substances, that at first 
can easily be wiped off in masti- 
cation or with a toothbrush, and

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that the secondary step is the cal- 
cification and hardening of the 
film by the deposition of calcium 
salts from the salivary fluids. If 
the forming organic film is care- 
fully removed with a toothbrush 
every day, the formation of cal- 
culus can be greatly decreased or 
inhibited.” 

There is, of course, a great dif- 
ference in the formation of cal- 
culus in different persons but the 
reason for this is not understood. 
Practically we find that, if the 
lingual surfaces of the mandibular 
incisor teeth are brushed vigor- 
ously with a good, hard brush 
within an hour after each meal, 
the amount of calculus can be 
greatly reduced. — GeEorcE R. 
WARNER. 


Loose Tissue 

Q.—I have a patient, a man, who 
has had three or four upper dentures 
made without getting good masticat- 
ing results. He has all of his natural 
lower teeth and they are in good aline- 
ment, yet when he closes his teeth in 
masticating the upper denture becomes 
loose and falls. 

When I made this patient his last 
upper denture the laboratory technician 
and I did our best to overcome the 
difficulty, but we did not succeed com- 





= 
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pletely. Hence the question, how can I 
get a correct upper impression where 
there is much soft and loose tissue 
over the anterior ridge from cuspid to 
cuspid section?—E. H. B., North Caro- 
lina. 

A.—The difficulty with this up- 
per denture may not all be in the 
impression. The occlusion is a 
potent factor in such a case. 

I find a functional bite, such as 
advocated by Doctor Fred S. Mey- 
er of Minneapolis or Doctor 
George Brenner of Milwaukee, a 
great help especially in this type 
of a case. 

A so-called mucostatic impres- 
sion or one made of the soft mov- 
able tissue completely at rest with 
no displacement under pressure of 
impression material is the proper 
impression in such a mouth. 

This may be accomplished by 
using a compound tray. or a vul- 
canite tray made from a snap im- 
pression, if you prefer, with the 
area over the flabby tissue com- 
pletely removed. Now make an 
ordinary plaster wash impression, 
and after seating the impression 
and while plaster wash is still 
soft, puddle soft plaster with a 
large camel’s hair brush, or your 
fingertip, into gentle contact with 
and completely enclosing the soft 
pendulous tissue. This can be done 
with a separate mix of soft plaster 
if the original mix tends to be- 
come too stiff—V. C. SMEDLEY.

torily, if an inlocking seat is pro- 
vided at the distal surface of the 
cuspid. A hard gold inlay should 
be inserted to provide this inlock- 
ing rest. 

We have no use for the insani- 
tary so-called sanitary pontic. 
Either a trupontic or a narrow 
highly polished gold saddle pontic 
is best. It should just touch the 
tissue lightly with ample clearance 
over the gingival tissue of the 
abutment teeth so that dental floss 
can be inserted and passed under 
the pontic as the teeth are brushed.

Mercurial Poisoning 


Q—Can you give me _ information 
relative to indications for, or contra- 
indications against the extraction of 
teeth in a case of acute mercurial poi- 
soning ? 

In this case the patient has been re- 
ceiving a mercurial compound over 
quite a long period of time. The gums 
have been swollen and red, and the 
teeth have become loose. There was 
some indication that the teeth should 
come out before treatment was started. 

I have not seen the patient; this is 
the physician’s report to me. The pa- 
tient is seriously ill. 

Your answer to these questions will 


be greatly appreciated.—D. H. P., Wy- 
oming, 
A.—As_ mercurial poisoning 


shows more quickly and clearly in 
already diseased gingivae, it is 
probable that in the case reported 
in your letter there was an un- 
healthy condition of the mouth be- 
fore the mercurial poisoning. It is 
to be noted also that severe cases 
of mercurialism result in loosen- 
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ing of the teeth and even necrosis 
of the alveolar bone. These possi- 
bilities should be considered be- 
fore removing teeth so that the 
mere act of extraction should not 
be blamed for bone necrosis, 
should it occur. 

The indications for removal of 
teeth in mercurial poisoning would 
be the loosening of and infection 
around them. So far as I can learn 
there are no contraindications ex- 
cept as noted here.—GEorGcE R. 
WARNER, 


Mottled Enamel 


Q.—I should appreciate any infor- 
mation you could give me on the lat- 
est and best techniques for treating 
cases of mottled enamel.—D. I. H., 
North Dakota. 

A.—For years I have bleached 
mottled enamel with hydrogen di- 
oxide. Until recently I used pyro- 
zone which is a 25 per cent ethe- 
real solution. But lately I have 
used superoxol, a 30 per cent so- 
lution of hydrogen dioxide by 
Merck. 

The teeth must be isolated by 
rubber dam and a piece of paper 
slipped in the upper edge of the 
dam to protect the nose. A pledget 
of cotton about 3 millimeters thick 
is placed on the labial surface of 
each tooth and ligated to the tooth. 
This is then saturated with super- 
oxol. A fairly thick spatula is heat- 
ed in the flame and laid on the 
cotton until there is a blast of 


steam. Remove the spatula at once, 
reheat, and steam the next tooth. 

After having steamed all the 
teeth to be treated saturate the 
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cotton again and repeat the steam- 
ing process. Each tooth can be 
steamed eight or ten times during 
a sitting; allowing enough time 
between applications of heat for 
the teeth to cool off. If the teeth 
are sensitive after a treatment do 
not give another treatment until 
the sensitivity has disappeared. 
Subsequent treatments can be giv- 
en in from one to three weeks. 
Five or more treatments are usu- 
ally necessary to clear up a rather 
serious case. No change will occur 
immediately after a treatment.¢A—

Resorption 


Q.—A case has recently come to my 
attention for which I should like to ac- 
complish something satisfactory and 
useful for an indefinite period of time. 

e case is that of a woman between 
55 and 60 years of age who is edentu- 
lous. Over a period of two or three 
years she has experienced small se- 
questrae developing in the mandible 
which exfoliate with apparent suppura- 
tion and while doing so are extremely 
sensitive. Her husband is a retired 
physician who attempts to clean out 
the area, so that by the time she pre- 
sents herself to the dentist the picture 
is ‘distorted or blotted out. She has a 
sharp alveolar crest which has been re- 
duced several times in the past two or 
three years but spiny processes seem 
to develop within a few months and 
the procedure is repeated again. 

We are unable to determine whether 
it is a building up of bony tissue or a 
destructive process resulting from some 
deficiency. Our opinion is that it is a 
continuing resorption of the mandible. 
Search in the literature available gives 
little information. Is this a calcium de- 
ficiency? What can be done to prevent

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its progress? What form of material js 
best to use in such a case?—G, H,

A.—You are correct in your 
opinion that such a condition is 
the result of continuing resorption 
which it would seem must be the 
result of a calcium deficiency, For. 
tunately this occurs rarely among 
edentulous patients. But I have 
been puzzled in a number of such 
cases by the fact that the patient 
has had a good broad nonabsorb- 
ing ridge on the maxilla and is af. 
flicted with this type of continuing 
resorption of the mandible.—V. C. 
SMEDLEY. 


Gagging 


Q.—Have you a new remedy for gag- 
ging? In my experience the patient 
usually gets relief by holding ice water 
a short time in his mouth, or I paint 

‘ the posterior palate with equal parts 
of aconite and iodine.—J. W. V., Texas. 

A.—The prescription for gag- 
ging was given to us by one of our 
correspondents with the assurance 
that he had found it successful in 
the most obstinate cases. Shortly 
after receiving it I had a woman 
who could not tolerate a film to 
x-ray her lower bicuspid or molar 
teeth. She told me she could not 
have restorations placed in her 
teeth because of the gagging when 
cotton rolls were placed in her 
mouth. We had her use this pre- 
scription for about a week when 
we were able to place restorations 
in her molar teeth without diff- 
culty. This is the prescription: 

Tincture of belladonna, 15 
drops. 
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Aqua camphor, quantity sufh- 
cient to make 2 ounces. 
Mix and label. Apply to gag- 
ging areas with swab twice daily. 
—GEeEorGcE R. WARNER. 


Sodium Fluoride 

Q.—Will you please tell me if any 
practical use can be made by the pri- 
vate practitioner of any of the fluorine 
compounds in arresting or preventing 
dental caries? I know some experiments 
are being made with sodium fluoride, 
but I should like to know if the prac- 
titioner is justified in using it in daily 
practice? —-W. H. T., Massachusetts. 

A.—I believe it is generally ac- 
cepted that sodium fluoride will 
not arrest caries once initiated. 
There is much in the literature to 
show that sodium fluoride has 
value in preventing caries. You are 
probably as familiar with the lit- 
erature on this subject as we are 
but here is a list of some of the 
articles that have impressed me as 
proving the value of local treat- 
ment with sodium fluoride in pre- 
venting caries.

Tissue Irritation 
Q.—Two years ago I replaced a miss- 
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ing upper right first bicuspid with an 
acrylic pontic supported by an M.O.D. 
inlay on the second bicuspid and a 
lingual rest on the cuspid, in the mouth 
of a 2]-year-old girl. A few weeks there- 
after the patient returned with an acute 
infection of the gingival tissues under 
and around the pontic. The infection 
was characterized by a purulent exu- 
date, hypertrophy, and a foul taste. 

I removed the bridge, allowed the 
tissues to heal, replaced the bridge, 
and a week later the same flare-up oc- 
curred. 

The bridge was discarded and I con- 
structed a replacement with a baked 
porcelain pontic. One month thereafter 
there was another flare-up. 

This patient wears two other small 
fixed partial dentures with no trouble. 
The general gingival tone is not too 
good, probably the result of improper 
hygiene, but certainly I should not di- 
agnose the condition as anything more 
than an extremely mild gingivitis. 

The area in question invariably heals 
completely within a week after the re- 
moval of the fixed pontic. Roentgeno- 
grams are negative, and I am sure that 
we can rule out traumatic occlusion.— 
E. E. A., New Jersey. 


A.—No doubt the tissue is ab- 
normally sensitive in this first bi- 
cuspid area because of long-stand- 
ing irritation and infection which 
you have described, but certainly 
a highly glazed porcelain pontic 
that barely touches the tissue 
should be tolerated with no further 
difficulty —V. C. SMEDLEY. 





Soft Tissue 


Q.—Will you please give me a good 
procedure and technique for the remov- 
al of soft and flabby tissue for the up- 
per edentulous jaw? 

When the soft tissue extends as far 
as the frenum would you remove all the 


soft tissue to the bone?—F. O. E., Ohio. 

A.—Your question is answered 
fully in an illustrated paper of 
mine published in the October, 
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1941 issue of the Journal of the 
American Dental Association. | 
find, however, that it is seldom 
necessary to remove the flabby tis- 
sue from an upper jaw if a mucos- 
tatic impression is made and if a 
balanced occlusion is provided to 
throw the occlusal stress on the 
posterior teeth. 





A satisfactory mucostatic im- 
pression can be made of an upper 
edentulous jaw with soft flabby 
tissue as follows: Use a compound 
tray, or a vulcanite tray made from 
a snap impression, if you prefer, 
with the area over the flabby tissue 
completely removed. Now make an 
ordinary plaster wash impression, 
and after seating the impression 
and while plaster wash is still soft, 
puddle soft plaster with a large 
camel’s hair brush, or your finger- 
tip, into gentle contact with and 
completely enclosing the soft pen- 
dulous tissue. This can be done 
with a separate mix of soft plaster 
if original mix tends to get too 
stiff—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Replacing Pin Facings 


Q.—1. In constructing bridges I fre- 
quently use pin facings instead of 
Steele’s interchangeable facings be- 
cause the pin facings are more lifelike. 
However, it is a source of concern to 
me what to do in case of breakage of 
the pin facings; replacement is difficult. 

The use of screws on the backing to

accommodate a Steele’s facing seems 
needlessly complicated and not even 
practicable.

A.—We have been well pleased 





with the practice of replacing 
broken pin facings with Hue-lon 
plastic. It comes in eight shades 
with: which you can match almost 
any tooth. 

1. Fill in around the pins with 
compound, cement, or whatever 
you wish and fit and carve a wax 
facing, remove, sprue, cast, polish, 
and cement to place. We use a sili- 
cate to cement acrylic inlays, fac- 
ings, and jackets. 

2. If the weak buccal cusp is un- 
sightly it should be cut away and 
replaced with a porcelain or ac- 
rylic facing set into a gold inlay 
or three-quarter crown casting. If 
the tooth looks all right it should 
not be too difficult to make a hard 
gold inlay to serve as a bridge 
abutment and at the same time tip 
the buccal cusp enough to strength- 
en it without making it unsightly.

but had spent a lot of time telling him, and each other, 
that ORAL HyGIEyE shouldn’t have printed the article 
—because they didn’t agree with the plan described. 
Well, as a matter of fact, ORAL HyGIENeE itself op- 
poses the Hyser plan. As long ago as April, 1943, Ed 
Ryan’s editorial, “What—No Robots?,” called it 
fantastic, referred to it as “bucket brigade” dentistry. 
A while later, in July, 1943, Howard Raper’s “Pro- 
duction-Line Dentistry” analyzed the plan as ““essen- 
tially faulty and irresponsible.” No matter. My 
friend’s friends resented our publishing the February 
article, which was purely objective, did not advocate 
the plan—to which the magazine itself had already 
declared its opposition. Their point was: “You must 
not print an article describing something with which 
we do not agree.” 

You can add this attitude of mind to the list of 
publishing perils. Fortunately, though, it may be 
listed as a puny peril, because the great majority of 
readers understand that one of the functions of a 
paper like ORAL HYGIENE is to present the facts about 
such developments so that the profession may be 
fortified with all possible information.
